+ Hat Sr. V//illiam Courten of London, Sr. Peter 
Courren of Midleburgh in Zeland, his Brother , and Iohn 
e Mong) of London Marchant, their Brother in Law, traded 
together with a joynt ſtock of fifty thouſand pounds ſterling , to ſe- 
verall parts of the Worly, for the ſpace of 25. years, 


2. That amoyety or halfe parte of the Stock belonged to Sr. Wil- 
liam Courten, and to Each of the other, a fourth part, The generall 
Books of Trade being kept by Sr. Perer Courten , who died at Midle- 
burgh, in the yeare 1630, before the accounts of the Company were 
ſcrled, and left Peter Boudaen of Midleburgh Marchant , his Nephew, 
his ſole Executor, 


3. That Iobn «A oncy, at the Requeſt of Sr, William Courten, in the 
yearc 1631, went from London to Midleburgh , to ſetle the accounts 
of Trade , which had not been Liquidated in 14: yeares before 
wherin reſted a very conſiderable part of Sr, William Courtens 
Eſtate, both in money and goods, 


4+ That before the accounts were perfectly finſhed , Iohn Moncy fell 
ſick of a Lethergie, wherof he died on the 17,th of October 1631 at 
the Houſe of Peter Boudaen » who framed Mr, Montys will, when he

was not Compos Mentis , wherin the fayd Peter Boudaen , nomminated 
himſelte Executor, and incerted a proviſoe, in the will, not co be-lyable

5. That afterwards, Sr. William Courten, entred upon an other Com- 
merce, for trading Voyages to the Eaſt-Indies, but coald not during 
his life , obtaine any ballance of the accounts , of his former Trade, 
| from Peter Boudaen , or any moneys out of his hands, and left William 

Courten his ſonn and heyre , his ſole executor , and died in the 


yeare 1636. 


G6, That William Courten the Executor , having ſuſtained ſeverall 
Lofles , by the Hollanders, and others in 4fis and America, contrafted 
many great debts, and aſſigned his Shipps and Stock in the Indies , to 
Sr, Edward Littleton,and Sr. Paul Pyndar. Towards payment of his debts, & 
then abſented himſelfe, upon news that the Eaſt-India Company of the 
Netherlands, had violently ſeized and taken into their poſſeſſion his 
two Shipps Bona Eſperanza and Henery Bona Advyentura of London, with 
their fraights and lading, for trading with the Portugalls, that were then 
in Comon Ammity, both with England, and Holland, 


7. That the ſayd William Courten tranſported himſelfe for Italy in 
the yeare 1648, where he died inteſtate , leaving his Fathers Eſtate un- 
adminiſtred, andthe fayd accounts unſerled, through the iniquity of 
the times, whereof Mr. Boudaen tooke advantage, | | 


8. That Iobn VPhite, and Tames Boeve , haveing married Suſanne, and 
Heſter de VVyer, the daughters of the only fiſter of Iobn Moncy, ( who had 
promiſed to make them his heires , having noe children of his owne ) 
cauſed the ſayd Peter Boudaen, to be cited into the Prerogative Court 
of England, in the yeare 1651. to prove Mr. Moncys will by wittneſſes, 
which he had ſent to be exhibited there, in Common forme , and confe- 
quently drawne 30000 p. ſterling of Mr, Moncys Eſtate out of London, 


9, That Peter Boudaen refuſed to be conformable, to the ſavd cita- 
tion, pretending he was not ſubje&to any forraigne Ludicarure,although

10, That Heſter White in the yeare 1652. ſummoned the ſayd Peter 
Boulaen, before the Magiſtrates of Midleburgh (to have an account of 
Tohn Mon:js Eſtate as dycing inteſtate ) who excepted againſt her qua- 
lity, as Adminiſtratrix , pretending that there was a will, although 
the probate was denied, Nevertheleſs the ſayd Magiſtrates in regard 
Mr. Boudacn, was an Elder of the English Congregation,in Midleburgh, 
they declared that Mrs. White was not receiuable in her quallity as yer, 
Which was a manifeſt deniall of Juſtice in Zeland , anda wzonge 
to the Judicature of England, 


11. That Mrs, White appealed from the Sentence of Midleburgh, to 
the ſupreame Court of [udicature at the Hague , where after 4, years 
attendance and great expence, a Sentence was there pronounced, on 
the 19 of May, 1657. That Pzovided Peter Boudaen obliged bmnſelfe to 
ſarufie a'l Pretenders, Creditors , and others , that might pretend , to the Eſtate 
of Iohn Moncy , that then the Adminiſtratrix, was not greived, by the Sen- 
tence of Midleburgh; but in caſe of refuſall , they condemned him , to account 
wuh Mrs, White , for Mr. lohn Moncys Eſtate , reſerving ſuch right, as any per - 
ſon might prexend to the validity or invalidity of Mr, Moneys will, Which 
was nh: ad rem , but bery impertinent, and a poſſicive deniall of 
Juſtice, in the ſupzeame Court of Judicature of Holland, to ſett 
up a falſe &xecutoz in Zeland , againſt a legall Adminiſtratrix in 
England. .

I2. That after Peter Boudgen had obliged himſelfe, by a notoriall 
Act, in perſuance of the Sentence of the High Court, Mr. Boeve ſum- 
moned him before the Magiſtrates of Midleburgh, for the payment of 
a Legacy of 2000, p, (with intereſt and damages, ) given to his Wife by 
Mr. lohn Money, where he obtained a Sentence on the 11.th of February 
1667. that Mr, Peter Boudaen ſhould pay the fayd Legacy with da- 
mages , Pzovided the Jntereſt sHhould not exceed the Capitall, 


13, That Peter Boudaen appealed from the ſayd Sentence , to the 
ſupreame Court of [udicature at thr Hague , where the ſuire hath de- 
pended theſe x5 years , contrary to all its 1 and equity, upon Counter-

charges,and vexatious pretences of Boudaen, to the damage of Mr, Boeve, 
ten thouſand pound ſterling, beſides the loſs of his imployment, in trade 
and Marchandize , whereby he hath impoverished himſelfe , and his 
Family. 


14. That Letters of Adminiſtration, of the goods and chattells of 
Sr. VVilliam Gourten with his will annexed being granted to the ſayd 
G: rge Carew ( after the death of Vyilliiam Courten the Executor ) he 
gave a generall Procuration in the yeare 1662, unto Tames Boeve who 
ſummoned the ſayd Peter Boudaen before the Magiſtrates of Midleburgh 
in the ſame yeare , and prayed by his bill that Perer Boudzen, ſhould be 
injoyned to account with My, Care concerning the Partnershipp in 
his quallity as Adminiſtratour of Sr VV4lliam Courten , or be ordered to 
depoſite the generall Books of Trade , and other papers into the Secres 
tary Office of the ſayd Citty , or any neutrall place, that an account 
might be ſettled. at a joynt charge, in the preſence of Mr, Boeye, who 
was a ſervant to Mr, loby Moncy , and knew how to ſetle the ſame, 


I5, That Peter Beudaen, being a Director of the Eaſt-India Company, 
and one of the Common Councell of the Citty, was admitted by the 
Magiſtrates to demand caution of Mr Boeve for Coſts, before they 
would proceed » which was neuer demanded in any ſuch caſes before, 
And after Mr, Boeye had given ſufficient caution accordingly , the Ma- 
giſtrates tooke Exeption againſt it , and would have othet caution, pur- 
poſely to delay Juſtice, which continued ſoc, during the Dutch warr, 
untill the death of Peter Boudaen, 


16, That Sr. I4cob Catts late Penſionaris of Holland, became bound 
on the 29. of July 1631, at London to Sr, William Courten for 3009 p. 
ſterling which money continued at intereſt, after the death of Sr. William 
Courten , then his Sonn and Executor delivered the fayd bond, with 
a Letter of Atturney to Iacob Pergens of Amſterdam , who putt the 
fame in ſuite againſt Carrsat the Hague, in the Provintiall Court , who 
removed it to the ſupreame Court, where Mr, Carew intervened by his 
Proceſs in the yeare 1662. for the ſayd debt and damages as admini- 
ſtrator of Sr, William Courten, according to the Law of England, the 
Executor being dead, during the proſccutiou of Pergens,

19. That the Advocates of horh {ydes agreed the caſe by conſent, 
and tranſmitted it to England,for the judges opinion , who ſubfcribed 
their judgment, in the preſence of Major Wright , a publique Notary ro 
this Effect; That by the Law of England, the monep due upon the 
bond from 22. Jacob Catts , was veſted in JAz. Carey the admy- 
niſtrator , after the death of William Courten the Executor > wiio 
could not afſigne a bond , bp the Law of England, beinga thing 
in action. 


13. That Advocate Saf, and the reſt of Mr. Careys Councell at the 
Hague , delivered an authentique Coppy of the judges Opinion , in 
Latine, to the Lords of the ſupreame Court of ludicature, and pleaded 
further : Thar by the inſtructions cf their owne Court , a {iranger 
being to be admitted, at his firſt inſtance, they were poſſitively obliged 
to give Sentence » according to the Laws of England , where the money 
was lent and the bond given, The Parliaments in France , and all Na- 
tions, governing themſelves,in caſes of Contracts, according to the Law 
of the place, where they are made, 


19. That notwithſtanding all the Arguments , and. Reſults of the 
Iudges, and Lawyers, Iohn de Witt being a Kinſman of Pergens his witey 
he prevailed with the Lords of the ſupreame Court of Iudicature, to 
give Sentence in the yeare 1663, that the Debt , Intereſt, and Da- 
mages, Should be payd to Pergens he giveing caution, to ſave hermeleſs, 
and indempnified , the ſayd Catts, and his Heyres againſt Carew, which 
wag a vpolation of the Law, to the pzejudice of Mz, Carew, and 
other Creditors of Sz, William Courten, the ſumof 5500 p. and 
upwards , that ought to be refunded , upon & nationall demand. 


20, That upon the Addreſſes, and earneſt Solicitations of the Credi- 
tors, and Adventurers with Sr. William Courten, The King and Coun- 
cell inſiſted upon Satisfaction, and Reparation, from the Hollanders in 
the yeare 1662. for the two Shipps Bona EſperanJ2, and Henery Bona Ad- 
ventura of London, his Majeſty lignifieng by Letters, under bis figne 
manuall , to the States Generall. That he was obliged in Luſtice and 
honour, to ſec it effected accordingly,

22, That the Liings Commiſſtoners; The Duke of Albemarle, 
Earle of Mancheſter, Lord Holles, Lord Berkeley, Sr. George Carteret, 
Sr. Edward Nicholas, and Sr, William Morice ; And the Dutch E&m# 
baſſadozs Mr. Synwn van Hoorn, and Mr. Michiel van Gogh, agreed 
in particular Termes before the Concluſion of that Treaty ( that 
the damages concerning thoſe two Dhipps ., should be adjuſted at the 
Hague > and ſatisfaction gwen there , where the Controverſie depen» 
ded between Sr, George Downing, and the deputies of the Dtates Ge# 
nerall) Ag appears by certificate under their hands and ſeales. 


23. That in perſuance of the ſayd Treaty, and Agreement, two 
years time was afterwards ſpent at the Hague, and Amſterdam, in Ap- 
plications, to the States Generall, and the Eaſt-India Company , for fa- 
tisfaGtion and reparation , of the debt and damages ( which amounted 
unto 150000 p. ſterling and upwards) that could not he acquired , 
unleſs a fifch parte might be accepted for the whole , including 85000. 
gilders to be refunded by Mr, Pergens,. or his caution towards it, 


24. That the Creditors, Adventurers, and Partners with Sr, Viliam 
Courten, finding themſelves agreived , and the Kings honour loe publi- 
quely expoſed, by the Hollanders, they addreſſed themſelves, with the 
State of their caſes, unto the Hauſe. of Common, inthe yeare 1664, 
who vored to afliſt his Majeſtie, with their lives and fortunes, in re- 
covcring SatisfaCtion, and Reparation » for the ſayd Lofles, and Dama- 
ges, ſuſtained by the Hollanders and Zelanders, 


25. That upon fresh applications, made to his Majeſty, by Frans 
Late , Earle of Shrewsbury , Vyilliam Loyd, Charles VVhitaker , Eſquires and 
feverall other Creditors of Courten, Littleton, and Pindar, with the ſur- 
viving partners of Sr, VVilliam Courten, aftcr ſeverall References to the 
Judges, and Kings Councell at Law, who repozted that it conſiſted with 


Juſtice , and the Laws of Nations » foz bus Majeſtp in that ge

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far caſe of the shipps attended with ſoe many Circumſtances, to grant 
letters of epziſall , againſt the States Generall and their ſubjects to 
continue in force, in all times of peace and warr , unrill the fumm of 
151612, p. ſterling with all incident coſts and charges should be repzi- 
fed. Wiich was granted unto Sr, Edmond Turnor, and George (C arew, 
their Executors, Adminiſtcators, and aſhgnes accordingly, as by the let- 
ters Patents, under the great Seale of England , dated the 19,th of May, 
1665, inrolled in Chancery, may appeare, 


26, Thatthe Hollanders nevertheleſs, pretend to be releaſed and 
diſcharged , of the ſayd debt by the Treaty at Breda , concluded in the 
yeare 166 7, without any paymant, or compenſation made, to the in» 
tercfſed, and would ſeeme to charge;the ſame upon the Crowne, if any 
thing should be taken, from them , by force of the ſayd pattent. 


27. That upon new addreſſes, made to the King , and Councell, by 
George Porter,8& Thomas Coppin, Eſquires,T homas K ynaſton, George Towneſend, 
Marchants , and others, joyning with them , imploring his Majeſtics 
further ayde, and protection, in the premiſes. It was by order of the 
Councell Table, dared 22, of March 1677, referred to the Lords Com- 
mi{ſfioners of the Treaſury, and the two principall Secretaries of State , 
whoſe repozt was dzawne up, by Sr. Robert Howard , dated 29. of 
June +672 ſignifping to the King , that the States Generall having 
cancelied the obligarions of all paſt Trearies, and Agreements bp 
bzeach of their articles , his Majeſty and his ſubjects , tn that caſe of the 
Shipps Bona Eſperanza, and Henery Bona Adventura , were as freg 
both in Juſtice, and Equitp, to require ſatisfaction and repara- 
tions , ( accozding to the debt already ſtated under the great Deale of 
England } as if thoſe Treaties had neuer been made, 


28, That in perſuance of the ſayd report, the King ſent his Letter da- 
ted rhe 7,th of Luly 1672, to the Duke of Buckingham , and the Earle, of 
Ariigron, (when they were treating with the French King , andthe States 
G-nerall atUrrecht) requiring them to demand ſatisfaion,according to 
the ſayd report, his Majeſty further intimating, his care to protect his ſub= 
zeRs, 1n their jult rights, as wellas to aſſiſt them in recovery therot. 


29, That the Commiſſioners from the States Generall, then Reſident

land committed Mr, Carew, and Mr, Iohn Sherland, cloſe priſoners, tooke 
away all their writings , and bagage, and detained them as criminalls, 
Without acceſs , during the warr, where they were jubje&, ro many af- 
fronts, & abuſes, both from the States of Holland , and the tumultuous 
znhabirants there: 


30, That Iames Boeve, was by the contrivance of old Boudaens Sonns , 
and their confederates, kept jn Pgiſon, at the Hague (upon a faigned 
action of Mr, vander Helme , and Mr, Rymsdike, in the Admiralty of Ze- 
land) for the ſpace of 4, years , purpoſely to obſtruct him in the proſe- 
cution, of his owne,and Mr, CareWs affaires, and afterwards in the month 
of December 1672, pretending he was a confederate of My. Carews , who 
(they ſayd) had obſtructed the good intelligence betweene England and 
Holland,by proſecuting the aftions,and demands, againſt the Eaſt-1ndia 
Companyzand others,they with-drew their ation upon Mr. Boeve and cau- 
ſed him to be charged, asa criminallalſo,and toke away his books papers 
and writings , relating to the ſayd aRions, and kept them during the 
watr , ſoc that they could not be made uſe of at Cologne , purſuant to 
an order ofthe Councell Table 104th of May, 1673, 


31. That Dor: Pedro Fernandez. de Ioyar & Valaſco, Marquis del Frenzazthe 
Spanish Embaſſadorat London, by procuration from the States Gene- 
rall concluded a peace with his Majeſty, in the month of February 1673. 
whereby is confirmed and renewed ( inthe 7.th Article ) the Treaty 
of Breda, as alſo, all other former Treaties in their full force and vertue, 
but noe further notice taken of the Bona Eſperanza, and Henery Bona eAd- 
ventura, The States of Holland pretending that the King is to give Sa- 
tisfaction tothe claymours, out of the moneys, to be payd by the States. 


32. That after the Concluſion, of the peace, Penſionaris Fagel propoſed 
to Sr, Gabriel Silyius at the Hague, That if the King would diſcharge the 
Putch Priſoners in the Tower, and ſ{ctt them free of all coſts, and ex- 

ences. T hat then the States Gencrall would doe the like by 447,Carew, 
e Mw, Boeye , and Mr. Sher!and, where-upon Mr, Secretary Coventry did

56. That My, Carew, after his releaſment, knowing that Mr. Boudaen, 
had left his Sonns and Daughters vaſt ſumms of money at his death , 
beyond expeRation of the World, befids ſeverall of the beſt planta. 
tions , and poſſeſſions in Surinam, he went to Midleburgh, and ſent 
a publique Notary on the 8.th of [une 1674. unto Iobn, Peter, and 
Henery Boudaen, and the reſt of the Sonns. , and Daughrers » of old 
Boudgen, to require an account of Sr, William Countens Eſtate, reſting
